tric p ower failure during a recent 


storm that blew down lines and 
shorted out circuits. 
Our 
incon­ 
venience was 
1 m ited to a 
few 
minutes, fortunately — just long 
enough to be a rem inder ot our 
dep endence on electricity. 


Without it, we could not p ump 
w ater out of the well or blow heat 
through the house. We could not 
cook on a stove, tell wliat time 
it is. or p reserve the p erishable 
foods stored in the freezer. 


It would be imp ossible to charge 
the battery that sta rts the trac­ 
tor, which is not equip p ed with 
a generator. There would be no 
hot w'ater and. o f course, no lights. 
Cone would be television and ra­ 
dio, also the hi-fi, th^ iron, m an­ 
gle. 
washing 
m achine, 
electric 
sk "let, waffle iron and toaster. 
The least 
of 
what 
would be 
missed is lights, 
which is note­ 
worthy because the electric light 
was the thing that signalized the 
e l vent of the age of electricity. 
Today, the loss of electric lights 
would be a hard blow' for our civ - 
ilizatiosi, but it would not be the 
k nock out p unch. 


It is the work done by electricity 
that m atters now. not the light it 
gives. Modern heating p lants all 
dep end on electric controls; even 
the coal furnace at the Twillery 
u-es electricity to op en and shut 
the draft as well as to circulate 
the heat after it has been gen­ 
era ed. 


When the lights went out during 
the storm , it was a s mp le m atter 
to light one of the num erous can­ 
dles around the house 
Besides 
the candles, there are two good- 
sized flashlights and several min­ 
iatures. 


Besides these, there is a gaso­ 
line lantern. Going without elec­ 
tric lights would he inconvenient, 
but it would be surm ountable. 


But going without w ater, heat, 
refrigeration, p ower to run eleva­ 
tors in buildings and to m ak e fac­ 
tor ,es hum would lie lik e undoing 
the 20th century and going back 
to the era our senior citizens re­ 
m em ber with more horror than 
hap p iness The only thing that was 
good about the good old day» wa« 


the 
way 
p eop le 
behaved befor 
they got into such a 
rush; it wa 
not the inconvenience of their da 
ly living that was good. 
Without owning a share of stoc 
m any p art of the electrical ir 
austry, 1 can say with no equivt 
cation I would not want to liv 
m a world without electricity, 
rem em ber just enough at>out it t 
shudder when I think of milk tha 
soured before it could be usee 
rancid butter, the endless fear c 
starting a lire with m atches, dar 
streets, 
hand-controlled furnace* 
p ok ey elevators or no elevators a 
all and the p rim itive condition 
everybody endured in the nam 
ot country living. 
F ear of fire was the constan 
comp anion of farm families am 
their 
guests. 
The 
lantern 
tha 
m ight be k ick ed over or drop p ed 
the lam p that m ight flare and se 
fire to a curtain, the sp ark tha 
m ight lodge in a shingle roof. t’n 
p ossibility of exp losion 
in earl; 
k erosene stoves 
and 
the
